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CONTINUED. 

The  flemands  for  Iwoks,  they  say,  has 
l>eeri  greatly  increased.  A  large  number 
has  been  distributed  ;  and  some  of  tlieiii 
have  been  sent  to  a  considerable  distance 
on  the  continent.  A  few  copies  of  thcliea- 
dinji:  lh)ok  fur  Schools,  were  sent,  some 
roontbs  since,  to  a  large  town  about  twenty 
miles  to  the  east  of  Bankote  ;  and  were  so 
highly  approved,  that  they  were  immedi¬ 
ately  introduced  into  the  principal  schools 
there,  and  a  farther  supply  was  requested 
tlno’igli  an  Kuro|)ean  gentleman  residing 
there.  'I'he  sup|>iy  desired  has  since  been 
forwarded.  A  number  of  (jospels  and  cop¬ 
ies  of  the  Acts,  and  tracts,  have  been  distri¬ 
buted  in  the  same  place,  through  the  same 
gentleman.  He  also  remarked  concerning 
a  copy  of  Mathew  and  the  Acts,  bound  to¬ 
gether,  that  an  officiating  Brahman,  of  the 
^)rincipal  temple  in  that  place,  asked  for  it ; 
and  it  was  given  him  on  condition,  that  it 
should  be  publicly  deposited  in  the  temple 
for  the  use  of  all  that  might  wish  to  read  it. 
On  this  condition,  it  was  received  ;  and  the 
gentleman  had  ascertained. that  it  was  ac¬ 
cordingly  deposited  and  actually  read. 

The  two  tliousand  copies  of  tlie  ^Fay  to 
ffraveu,  which  they  printed  in  two  editions 
were  quickly  distributed  ;  and  anotlier  e- 
dihon  was  w^anted. 

These  statements  shew  in  a  strong  iight, 
the  diligence  of  the  Missionaries,  ami  the 
utility  of  their  printing  establishment. —  j 
Hitherto  indeed,  fl»ey  have  received  little  I 
remuneration  fur  the  expenses  and  labours 
of  the  press.  'Fliey  have  done  some  prin- 1 
ting  liowe\er  for  the  Bombay  Bible  Socie¬ 
ty  ;  whicb  directly  served  the  general  cause, 
and  at  the  same  time  brought  something  to 
the  funds  of  the  Mission;  ami  they  enter¬ 
tain  the  liope.f -"hat  from  their  Book,  *ule- 
signed  for  the  beneft  of  those  *,Yatives  who  ; 
wish  to  studij  the  English  Language  and  | 
the  Sciences, the  Slission  will  derive  ’ 
no  inconsiderable  emolument.  Copies  of  j 
the  book  have  been  sent  home.  It  is  in  an  ! 
octavo  of  168  pages;  and,  in  the  judgment ! 
ef  your  committee,  is  highly'creditablg  to  ^ 


the  Mission.  But  it  is  chiefly  by  supply¬ 
ing  the  Missionaries  with  copies  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  and  other  Iwoks  and  tracts  for  their 
schools,' and  for  liberal  and  extensive  dis¬ 
tribution,  that  their  press  will  be  an  engine 
of  incalculable  utility. 

Tbesc’iools  of  tliis  Mission,  as  reporte*! 
at  our  last  anniversary,  were  eleven.  The 
number  has  since  increased  tOTWEvrr-FivK* 
I'be  total  number  of  pupils  in  these  schools 
is  not  stated  in  any  of  the  communications 
received  ;  but  we  may  fairly  esiiinate  those 
w  ho  attentl  constantly  at  nearly  a  hundred. 
Jewish,  and  more  than  twelve  hundred  Hea¬ 
then  children  ;  l>esidc5  a  nearly  equal  num¬ 
ber,  in  the  course  of  a  year  whose  attend¬ 
ance  is  inconstant.  Tiie  system  is  e.xtend- 
ing,  the  field  is  widening,  the  number  of 
schools  and  of  pupils  is  increasing ;  and  the 
hearts  of  the  Missionaries  are  expanding 
with  benevolent  desire  and  with  animating 
hope. 

In  this  connexion,  the  brethren  make  a 
statement  respecting  the  expense  of  their 
schooling  system,  from  which  it  appears, 
that,  on  an  average,  the  teaching  of  an  hun¬ 
dred  boys  costs  the  Mission  about  eleven 
dollars  a  month,  and  is  not  likely  to  cost  ic' 
more.  Taking  twelve  hundre<l,  as  tiie  to¬ 
tal  number  of  pupils  in  their  twenty-five 
schools,  the  total  expense  for  ayear  amounta 
to  about  fifteen  hundred  and  eigiity  dol¬ 
lars. 

It  w'ould  have  been  ^ratifvinss:  to  vour 
Committee,  had  they  been  able  to  report  a 
proportionate  success  in  the  design  of  edu¬ 
cating  children  in  the  Missionary  families. 
But  in  respect  to  this  part  of  tiie  general 
plan,  the  Missionaries  at  Bombay  have  nut 
yet  been  so  happy  as  to  have  tlieir  hope^ 
realizad  ;  and  Ihey  express  concern,  lest 
;he  expectations  of  their  patrons  and  friends 
at  home  should  not  soon  be  fulfilled.  At 
the  latest  dates,  they  had  not  more  tliaii 
tiiree  or  four  native  children  under  their 
special  domestic  care  ;  cor  were  they  cer¬ 
tain,  that  even  these  would  \x^  found  eligi¬ 
ble  as  beneficiaries  of  the  sacred  ami  par¬ 
ticularly  interesting  charities,  to  be  appli- 
e<l  to  the  education  of  Heathen  children  as 
Christians,  and  with  specified  and  select 
names.  The  most  assured  confideiice,  how¬ 
ever,  inav  be  cherished,  that  w'hat  can  be 
done  will  be  done,  for  carrying  the  design 
into  effect ;  and  preventing  a  disappoint- 
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Tnemt  which  both  the  Missionaries  anil  vour 
Comuiittee  woulil  most  ilceply  regret. 

In  the  mean  time,  monies,  specially  giv¬ 
en  for  this  object,  will  be  hehl  in  sacred 
tinist ;  and  wiii  not,  without  the  direction 
or  consent  of  the  donors  be  odierwise  ap¬ 
plied.  It  will  be  at  the  option,  however,  of 
gocieties  and  individuals  b?  whom  these  do¬ 
nations  have  been  made,  to  direct  their  ap¬ 
plication,  as  to  them  sliali  seem  most  desi¬ 
rable.  Some  monies,  originally  intended 
for  this  specific  application  at  llonibay,  have 
already,  bv  ilirection  of  the  donors,  been 
transferreil,  for  the  same  purpose,  to  Cey¬ 
lon,  wl^erc  children  can  be  obtained  with 
less  difficulty,  and  supported  at  less  ck- 
pense.  And  your  committee  beg  to  com¬ 
mend  it  to  generous  consideration,  tiiat  on¬ 
ly  twice  the  sum  requisite  for  educating  a 
heathen  child  in  a  Missionary  famlK  at 
Bombay,  would  be  sulU^  ient  for  the  support 
of  a  school  tl^ere  of  forty  or  fifty  lieathen 
children;  and  tot  e  establishment  of  schools 
to  anv  extent,  for  which  funds  sliail  be  sup¬ 
plied',  no  obstacle  is  likely  to  be  found. 

In  two  years  the  schools  of  tliis  .Mission 
liave  increased  in  number  from  four  to  twen¬ 
ty-five  ;  and  the  pupils  in  an  equal  ratio. 
Let  the  prc'ent  number  in  these  schools  be 
ttiken  at  a  thousand  ;  let  the  increase  hence¬ 
forward  be  only  at  the  rate  of  doubling  in 
five  years;  and  let  five  years  be  allowed, 
as  ihe  average  term  of  the  continuance  of 
the  same  pupils  at  the  schor.is ;  and,  in 
twentv-five  years  from  this  time,  thirty-one 
fAo»(sanriheat‘mn  children  w'lll  have  been  in¬ 
structed,  &  issued  from  Hie  scf.ools  ;  and  at 
the  close  of  ihisperioil  the  number  of  schools 
w  ill  he  640, and  the  number  of  pupils  in  them 

Considering  the  wide  extent  of  the'  field 
7IOW  opened,  and  the  continually  increasing 
fircilities  ami  advantages  afibrded,  these  es¬ 
timates  will  be  regarded  as. quite  moilerate. 
But  even  these  supply  a  biisis  for  expand¬ 
ing  hope,  and  open  prospects  on  which  the 
benevolent  mimi  will  delight  to  dwell. 

Sleruler  a^;  tSe  probability  may  be,  thal 
adult  Hindoos,  and  f'if'ecially  such  as  are 
advanced  in  years,  will  be  turned  from  tlieir 
vanities  unto  the  living  (tc«i  ;  it  surely  is 
in  no  d.eg.'se  i:nurol)abie,  that  Hindoo  cl.il- 
d;*en,  br  ought  early  under  a  coursri  of  Chi-is- 
tlaniiistruction,  t  iught  and  accustomed  dai¬ 
ly  to  read  t'ue  Holy  Scriptures, and  impres¬ 
sed  v.’ith  the  precepts  atid  doctrines  and 
counsels  and  exliortstions  of  the  Oospel — 
Tvill  learn  to  sec,  to  despise  and  to  ablior 
fim  hideous  absurdity,  (leformity,  sotlish- 
ness,  and  impurity  of  the  Hindoo  svstem  ; 
w'ill  become  advocates  fer  the  religion  of 


Christ ;  and,  by  the  grace  of  God  accompa¬ 
nying  the  meaws  of  l.is  (wvn  appointment, 
•many  ot  t!mm  be  matle  devotetl  and  exem¬ 
plary  disciples,  4  hii  ty  tl  onsand  children, 
not  only  themselves  instructed,  but  carry¬ 
ing  tl\e  Ibiblc  into  as  many,  or  nvarly  aa 
many  heathen  f'amiHes,  and  reading  it  to 
(heir  pai  enls,  and  brothers  and  sisters,  and 
connexions,  and  accjuaiutances,  will  do 
much,  even  in  their  eai  U  years,  for  dilfus- 
Mig  the  light  ofdis  ine  truth.  When  attain¬ 
ed  to  irper  age,  do  ir  activity,  their  intlu- 
I  ence,  ami  their  impressions  upon  the  mass 
of  pi^pulati  m,  with  wbi^  h  they  are  inter- 
mixe<l,will  be  pn  jMji  tioirahiy  increased.  Not 

a  tew  ol  tneui  mav  become**ot  oidv  heads  of 
•  •  * 

lan.ilies,  but  teac»  ers  <d  schools, -and  tcacli- 
ers  too  posso!-scd  of  much  better  qinali/mi- 
tions  than  can  now  be  obtained.  And  some 
of  them  maybe  catecliisls,  and  preachers, 
regularly  engaged,  and  efficient  lielpei's  in 
theMis>ionar  work. 

}  Meanwhikvd'e  otl^er  parts  of  the  «vs(env 
will  be  advancing,  'fhe  Mi>sioriaries,  in 
their  c.rcuits,  will  preach  the  Cb^pei  di¬ 
rectly  to  many  thousands  of  lojatiien  peo- 
j  pie,  and  distribute  llie  ‘^^rij>lures  anil  other 
books  and  tracts,  anfl  cause  tneinto  beilis- 
I  trihuted,  diroughout  cities  and  districts  anif 
,  provinces,  eoutaining  millions. 

But  the  system  is  not  to  cease  its  opera- 
j  tions  in  twenty -five  years.  It  will  then 
I  have  gathered  strength,  augmented  ts  re- 
j  sources,  and  muitiplied  its  facilities  and  ad- 
I  vantages  for  extended  and  more  effective' 
;  operations.

'riiisdevout  assurance  Mr.  riiom  might 
well  expr  ‘S;>.  .Such  a  testimony  from  Arch- 
dearon  'rwislletmi,  so  well  known  to  this 
lioanl,  and  to  the  (hiristian  cominuriity  in 
this  coutitry,  for  his  ir.atiy  acts  of  favour  to 
our  beloved  Missioiiatues  and  to  the  gener¬ 
al  cause  of  Missions,  cannot  fail  to  excite 
gratitude  to  the  adorable  Fountain  ol  ail 
good.

— his  patient  and  cheerful  eejuanimity  in 
pufferings — his  wisdom  in  counsel  and  pru¬ 
dence  in  action-liis  kindness  of  disposition, 
his  heavenly  inindedness,  and  his  general 
excellence  of  character.  During  his  lengtli- 
cned  illness,  his  exemplary  resignation,  his 
sweet  screnilv  of  ndnd,  and  his  heavenly 
conversation  were  in  a  liigh  degree  edifying, 


and  inspiring.  His  last  days  and  closing 
scene,  as  described  by  liis  afflicted  friena 
and  companion,  Mr.  ILichards,  in  a  letter, 
which  will  have  a  place  in  an  a|»pcndix  Ui 
t!)is  report — were  such  as  this  Board  and  all 
the  friends  of  the  cause  would  wish  those 
of  every  Missionary  to  be; — marked  witlia 
lively  and  steadfast  confidence  in  tlic  Lord 
Jesus — solaced  with  a  sacred  and  cheering 
enjoyment  of  the  divine  presence  and  love 
— and  brightened  with  visions,  not  fantas¬ 
tic,  of  the  glories  ot  immortality. 

His  flesh  rests  in  hope  at  no  great  distance 
from  that  of  Mrs.  Newell;  his  spirit,  we 
cannot  doubt,  is  with  hers,  and  with  those 
of  the  apostles  and  prophets,  and  all  die 
iiuiltlludc  of  the  i'edeeiued,l>efore  thetlirone 
oiMicrl  and  the  Lamia.  To  t!ie  Father  of 
•iierTies,  and  God  of  all  grace,  everlasting 
thanks  arc  due,  for  such  examples  of  living 
and  dying, — such  seals  to  the  Missionary 
<  raise.  Mr.  Kicliar*ds,  after  burying  his 
triend,  remained  at  the  Cape,  with  no  very 
material  alterations  in  his  case,  until  the 
"2^th  of  Xovembei*,  when,  not  finding  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  a  rlirect  return  to  Cevlon,  Me 
e.ihiarked  tor  Madras;  hoping  that,  in  i.o 
lou'^  time,  lie  \iiight  thence  get  back  to  his 
wife  and  br  ethr  en  at  the  seat  of  the  inis'^ion. 
His  letter's,  written  at  the  time,  breathe  a 
spirit  tmirieritly  Christian.  .  , 

'riie  latest  letters  from  Ceylon  make  men  ^ 
lion,  that  intelligence  had  been  received  of 
Mr.  Uichard's  arrival  at  Madras,  in  much 
the  same  state  of  health,  as  when  he  left  the 
(hipe.  He  is  in  ihehandofhisdivine  Mas¬ 
ter,  the  sover  eign  and  gracious,  and  all-suffi¬ 
cient  l^rd  of  Missions.  Living  or  dving 
he  is  safe  ;  and  the  cause,  to  w  hich  his  heart 
lias  been  so  evidently  devoted,  will  be  ad¬ 
vanced. 

Our  Ceylon  mis’^ion,  thus  afflicted  and 
\vcakcned,  has  been  regaixled  with  deep 
sym[mthy  and  concern.  The  purpose  of 
your  Committee,  as  expressed  at  the  last 
meeting,  to  use  all  diligence  in  strcngtlien- 
ing  the  mission,  and  all  care  to  prevent  a 
!  tail  ure  of  its  hopes,  has  not  been  dormant

with  which  they  had  been  lung  cuveretL-^ 
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Triumph  of 

That  respectahle  botly  has  orcanized  and 
constituted  a  ^Missionaru  Society j  and  have 
resolved  to  send  an  agent  to  this  neglected 
tribe  of  Indians,  to  ascertain  the  best  means 
of  intro^lucing  instruction  and  religion  a - 
mongst  them.  From  his  report  they  hope- 
to  lie  enabled  to  a<lopt  measures  of  promo¬ 
ting  schooIvS  for  their  education  ;  an»l  to  en- 
f^iwe  withefiiciency,  in  di'^pensing  ligiit  a»id 
jsalva* ion  through  the  medium  at  missiona¬ 
ries. 

The  Svnod  are  encourage<l  to  engage  in 
this  goof!  work,  wliich  has  been  much  too 
long  ne^ier ted,  from  the  4  real  and  exten¬ 
sive  liberality  which  our  citizens  have  <lis- 
in  contributing  to  the  aid  of  For* 
cigr;  Missions.  If  so  much  has  been  done 
for  tl»e  conversion  of  the  heathen,  of  the 
east,  certainlyour  paor, sinful,  degraded  and 
benighted  savages,  who  are  perishing  for 
la^k  of  knowledge  in  our  own  land,  will 
not  bene  lected.  We  cannot  but  cherish 
the  hope,  that  their  condition,  truly  deplo¬ 
rable  as  it  is,  will  not  only  CMcite  coinpas- 
slon,  but  prompt  every  Christian,  every  jihl- 
lautiiroplsT,  and  every  gorxl  citizen,  to  con- 
tribnle  some  aid  and  relief,  to  objects  whicii 
liave  sudi  claims  uj.tm  their  benevolence. 
While  Christians  and  pn»fossors  unite  their 
rivers  for  the  ct tension  of  tlie  Redeemer^ 
ingdom — they  cannot  consistently  wltii- 
liold  (he  means  of  giving  enicac\  to  their 
petitions.

Unnumbered  millions 
of  captives  are  to  be  set  free.  Jerusalem 
and  the  holy  city  are  to  l>c  rescued^  from 
the  hands  of  the  infidiels,  “not  by  might, 
nor  power,  but  by  iKc  irit  of  the ‘laird.” 
The  liver  of  the  water  of  life  is  to  flow  in 
a  tiuuisand  new  chatinel.'*,  bearing  upon  its 
unrulfletl  riirient,  the  blessings  and  the  tri¬ 
umphs  of  the  Cross.  'Fhose  who  arescorch- 
e<l  in  the  equatorial  deserts  will  .sit  down 
under  the  shadow  of  Chri.st  with  great  de¬ 
light,”  while  all,  who  sl.iver  amid  the  irt*  of 
the  poles,  will  l>e  wanned  into  spiritual  life. 
The  etVemirfate  Hiuiloo  and  the  degraded 
African  uii:  be  raised  to  the  dignity  of  men 
ami  ot  Chiistian.s.  The  habitations  of  cru¬ 
elty,  in  far  distiint  continents  and  islamls, 
w  ill  l>e  enliglitened  b>'  t!ie  (iosjxd  and  pos¬ 
sessed  by  the  Cinircli.  Fhe  wilil  men  of 
the  American  for«*sls  will  be  tiimed,  and  all 
t!.c  wilderness  will  become  the  heritage  of 

Speaking  of  the  ability  and  the  duly  o{ 
Chri>tians  to  send  Cue  Gospel  to  the 
Heathen  he  observes: — 

“  As  (’iiristemloin  now'  pos*'csses  ample 
resources  and  ability, slie  is  solemnly  Ixiund 
in  the  name  of  GikI,  and  with  the  least  jm.s- 
sibie  delay,  to  set  up  Iier  bannei’S  in  cverr 
Heatlien  land.  MieisAnLK;  she  pos.-esses 
the  :.:ka>:s  of  doing  it.  This  has  been  too 
often  ciemunstralefi,  to  leave  any  shadow  of 
doubt  U[)on  the  benevolent  and  candid 
mind.  !f  Great  Britain  alone  couUl  rai.'-e 
four  hundrtd  iiilliions  of  dollars,  in  a  single 
year,  to  cany  on  tiie  war  against  her  great 
continental  rival,  liow'  easily  might  she  sup- 
pmit  an  army  often  thousand  Missionaries. 
How  soon  might  she  furnish  half  mankind 
with  tlie  Bible..  I  et  her  for  twenty  years 
to  come,  d.o  but  half  as  much  to  spread  the 
glad  ticiln<;S  of  s.alvatlon,  as  for  twenty  yeais 
jKisr  she  lias  done,  to  chase  liostile  competi¬ 
tion  from  “  tlic  mountain  w  ave,  and  bear 
her  tiiii’ideis  round  tlie  w'orld,”  and  how 
soon,  by  the  fJes.sing  of  Gotl,  would  the 
earth  be  filled  with  Ids  praise  !  Tlie  mere 
cost  of  powfler  and  cannon  balls  for  one 
battle,  w'oiild  comfortably  support  all  the 
Missionaries  now  in  atrvicc,  fur  ten  yeai‘»-

nor  (^etnin  vou  too  long;  in  forci;;n  parts, 
jiovv  imicli  V  ore  mi^ht  be  done  by  our  A- 
meritan  Srael,  than  has  ever  yet  been  at¬ 
tempted.  To  all  her  humireds  contnbuted 
for  religious  j)iirpn«e3,  she  might  add  thrice 
as  many  th(Ui:?a;ids.  For  one  Ribfc  which 
j^he  no\v  puls  into  the  liands  of  the  desti¬ 
tute,  she  might  <iisf:'S»*te  fiTtv.  For  one 
scliool  at  RoiuImv,  or  (''‘vlon,  site  inijlit  es¬ 
tablish  and  maintain  a  hunclred.  For  one 
rd is^ionarv  exf»edition,  like  that  which  is 
now  preparinu:  for  ’iie  Sandwich  Islands,  sh.e 
iiiigld  fit  out  at  h*e«t  two  from  every  consiel- 
erable  r»ort  in  the  United  States.  She  is  able 
to  .>ear  her  full  proportion  of  tlie  necessa¬ 
ry  expenst!  of  con  verting;  the  world.  ’Fins 
t  easily  be  proved,  for  t!ie  hundredtl 
line,  by  the  plainest  ami  most  iinexception- 
able  calculations.  Hut  why  sbould  I  res- 
pass  upon  your  time  and  patience?  Let 
ine  ratl’.er  relVr  you  t(»  Sermons  anti  Tracts 
w!«irh  are  already  Irefore  the  public  ;  espe¬ 
cially  to  fiiC  animatcu^  and  able  appeal  of 
M  es.^rs.  Hall  ami  Newell  to  tiie  American 
Churclies. 

“  The  question  of  ability,  then,  being  de¬ 
cided  in  the  affirmative,  timt  of  <luty  next 
presents  itself  for  our  consiilerstiori.  Is 
the  (.'hurch  bound,  with  the  least  possible 
delay,  to  give  the  Gospel  to  the  Heathen  ? 
'rhis,  my  brethren,  is  one  of  the  few  fsues- 
tloijs  which  will  not  bear  arguinenc.  \Vhat 
if  the  preacher  should  undertake  to  prove, 
that  every  express  command  of  the  Sav¬ 
iour  is  obligatorv  r  Would  not  the  time  & 
labor  be  worse  than  lost  ?  What  if  he 
^houhl  gravely  attempt  to  demonstrate  that 
two  and  two  make  four?  Would  you  hear 
hiir  r  Wliat  if  thousands  (»f  your  fellow 
men  were  now  famishing  in  the  streets, 
wouhl  your  humanity  suffer  me  to  argue  for 
a  moment  unon  the  duty  of  relieving  them? 
Hr  what  if  some  frightful  plague  were  now 
ravaging  three  quarters  oi  the  globe,  and 
the  [>€ople  of  tliis  country  were  in  jKisses- 
J^iori  of  the  only  cheap  and  infallible  remedy 
who  tliat  should  attempt  coolly  to  reason  up¬ 
on  the  duty  of  sending  out  as  many  ships  as 
might  be  neccssnry  to  convey  relief  to  the  dy¬ 
ing  millions,  would  not  be  interrupted  by  a 
hundred  voices  at  once,  exclaiming,  “This 
IS  no  time  for  proving  what  is  self  evident. 
Under  ditterent  circumstances,  it  might  be 
amusing  enough  to  hear  your  argu’nents  ; 
but  in  tiie  present  case  we  cannot  be  l»in- 
dered  a  moment,  as  every  hour  of  delay 
may  cost  thousands  of  precious  lives.’* 

‘‘  Thus  it  is,  dear  brethren,  in  the  case 
before  us.  The  command  of  Chribt  is,  “  Go 


ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gos¬ 
pel  to  every  creature.^’ — The  most  terrible 
and  fatal  of  all  plagues  is  ravaging  all  the 
Heathen  lands.  There  is  no  remedy  but 
the  Gosjwl.  This  remedy,  God  has  sent  to 
us,  and  shall  we,  or  shall  we  not,  manifest 
our  gratitude  and  benevolence,  by  sending 
it  to  the  peri  siting?  My  appeal  is  not  so 
much  to  the  understanding,  as  to  the  con¬ 
science;  and  even  this  must  be  brief.  I 
must  not  retard  your  operations  by  much 
speaking:  I’or  while  you  sit  here,  the  cold 
hand  of  death  is  ufion  many  for  wliom  I 
pleafl.  ()  liow  they  cling  to  life,  and  shud¬ 
der  as  he  tears  them  away !  How  they 
shrink  back  from  the  darkness  of  the  grave, 
froiii  the  tremenduous  uncertainty  of  a  here¬ 
after!  The  duty  of  the  Church  is  written 
in  sunbeams.  Let  lier  read  and  obey.’* 

Vlan  adopted  by  some  cfUie  Schools  in  France* 

(Tnini1a»:OT  of  a  leftirr  fr  »o»  Bordeaux.) 

The  fidlowifig  plan  has  been  adopted  as 
ihe  means  for  a*‘quirii)g  greater  infiutnee  o- 
ver  Ihe  moral  conduct  of  the  children  who 
attend  schoole  in  the  south  of  France  ;  and 
likewi.se  the  Sunday  schools,  which  are  es¬ 
tablishing  in  connexion  with  the  reformed 
churc’ies.  Our  greatest  hope  arises  Irom 
ftie  hlessifig  which  our  Saviour  condescends 
lo  bestow  on  Ihe  rcaihng  of  liis  word.  1 
have  communi(*ated  to  a  respectable  lady, 
a  project  for  correcting  the  faults  of  children 
v%  hieh  I  appretiend  ie  better  calculated  for 
that  end,  than  the  former  methods  of  pun¬ 
ishment. 

That  lady  resolved  to  make  Ihe  experi¬ 
ment  in  a  girl’s  school  which  she  has  estab¬ 
lished  in  her  native  town,  about  fifteen  miles 
from  Bordeaux.  The  result  has  proved  high¬ 
ly  satisfactory,  and  appears  worthy  of  re¬ 
commendation.  If  religion  produces  so 
few  of  its  genuine  fruits,  may  it  not  be  im¬ 
putable  in  a  great  degree  to  those  who 
teach  it  ?  Its  full  efficacy  cannot  he  acquired 
by  momentary  or  casual  instruction  ;  it  re¬ 
quires  to  he  united  with  the  whole  chain 
of  our  ideas,  opinions,  and  resoiulione,  from 
infancy. 

The  divine  word  forms  the  code  of  this 
excellent  female  school. 

When  a  scholar  has  committed  a  fault, 
the  teacher  makes  it  known  to  the  whole 
school,  and  asks  the  scholars  if  they  know 
any  declaration  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
which  is  applicable  to  the  case  :  immedi¬ 
ately  several  of  the  scholars  hasten  to  quote 
some  passage  of  Scripture,  Ihe  choice  of 
which  generally  p.^'oves  the  peuetr.^lion  and 
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jiidgmeiit  .4>f  Ibe8c  young  pcraons^  The 
'defaulter  so  far  from  feeling  degradeJ  hy 
Uie  reproaches  of  the  teacher,  whose  au¬ 
thority  is  only  hurUan^  receives  with  pious 
contrition,'  as  froin  God  himself,  the  correc¬ 
tion  she  n^erits. .  After  hearing  her  |)ijblicly 
acknowledge  her  fault,  the  teacher  desires 
(lie  children  to  encourage  the  mind  ;of  the 
penitent  by  some  gracious  declaration  of 
Scripture.  ’  It  is  thus  that  (he  heart  being 
moved  with  tenderness,  these  youne  per¬ 
sons  interpret  the  divine  mercy,  and  offer 
ivith  earnestness  to  the  afflicted  mind  of  their 
sister  the  invigorating  influence  of  the  gra- 
'  Cious  promises.  Thus  the  teacher  disap¬ 
pears  before  the  Almighty,  and  with  her 
scholars,  humbles  herself  in  the  f)resence  of 
(he  Gupfeme  Being.  It  Is  no  longer  man 
who  governs;  It  is  (he  Holy  One,  who  re¬ 
veals  niinself  to  the  toniier  minds  of  flic 
children  by  their  companions.'  ileligious 
instruction  becomes  mutnal. 

It  is  undouhledly  requisite,  like  the  lady, 
to  know  the  Holy  Scripture,  a  <1  the  art  of 
finding’suitahle  extracts  for  producing  the 
proposed  effects.  But  when  the  teacher 
lias  not  the  same  talent,  if  she  possesses 
genuine  ()iety,  and  is  acquainted  with  prop¬ 
er  passages  to  be  quoted,  she  will  hr  nire 
in  pursuing  tins  course  to  lead  their  mir^ds 
(o  (hnl,  to  virtue,  to  discipline,  and  energy, 
more  cflectually  than  by  the  exercise  of  an- 
fhority  and  ordinary  means.  The  belter 
to  Judge  of  the  advantage  of  this  method,  I 
take  the  liberty  toacrpiaint  you  with  some 
far  ts  reported  in  the  reirister  of  the  school : 

F.  L.  aged  eight,  having  spoken  some 
low  anri  filthy  expressions,  was  markerl  hy 
the  monitor,  and  sent  to  the  platform. — 

What  have  you  done  sairl  the  teacher, 
nhe,  uJihoiit  hesitation  confessed  her  fault. 
Tl^e  mistress  th.en  adilressed  all  the  class, 
-and  inquired  if  any  one  of  them  had  any  ad¬ 
vice  to  give  this  poor  child  ?  One  scholar 
[ironouftced  the  following  jrassage  of  scrip¬ 
ture  :  “  Let  no  corrupt  communirration  jjro- 
«  eed  out  of  your  mouth  ”  Another  s-aiil, 
].et  your  conversation  he  such  as  “  may 
minister  grace  unto  the  hearers.*’  A  iitlle 
girl  added,  “  Let  5’oup  speech  he  alway 
u’i;h  grace.”  Tins  scene  made  the  most 
lively  impression  on  the  whole  schord. — 
From  that  moment,  F.  L.  has  userl  no  had 
language  either  in  (he  school  or  at  home. — 
The  mother  of  this  child,  has  reported  that 
her  divjghtf  r.  who  formerly  had  a  most  vi- 
cioaa  disposition,  is  totally  changed;  that 


she  had  watched  her  most  carefufly,  and 
desired  her  neighbors  to  do  the  some. 

Another  child  of  five  years  old,  having 
shevved  bad  behavior  during  the  exercise 

of  prayer,  was  reported  by  the  monitor _ _ 

What  have  you  done,  my  chi!. I,”  said  the 
teacher,  “  will  you  not  be  go(»(l  V'  She  an¬ 
swered,  **  No.”  “  Will  you  do  your  duty  ?” 
“No,”  she  repliec!,  “Will  you  iray  to 
God?”  “  No,”  she  answi  red.  ‘  Piior  mis¬ 
erable  child,”  said  the  teacher, li«»w  I  feel 
for  you  ;  what  will  become  of  you?”  'Fhe 
child  still  resisteil  the  represeriialioiis  of  her 
mistress;  hut  at  length  she  relented.  See¬ 
ing  her  in  thU  state,  the  leactKT  inquired  if' 
the  children  knew  any  passage*  of  scripture 
which  poiiitt‘d  out  the  duty  of  prayer  ?  'i’hc 
children  replieil  in  these  words,  “  Pray 
without  ceasing.”  At  length  the  litth  girt 
cast  herself  on  her  knees,  aud  seriously  re¬ 
pealed  the  Lord’s  Pr.iyer ;  and,  iri  rising, 
said  to  her  mistress,  ‘*01  am  nappicr  now  ” 
'I’o  consf»le  and  encourage  her,  (l»ey  i  ittd 
to  her  another  passage,  “  Draw  nigi  to  G  -J 
and  he  will  draw  nigh  to  ^  ou  ”  Fi  'on  (i:ht 
moment  the  ci)ild  has  not  n»  i.h  cttol  a  «-oi^le 
dny  to  pray  to  God,  and  is  liec<  me  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  good  conduct  in  the  8vh<»  I. 

'I’he  mol  her  of  a  child  who  attended  the 
school  having  observed  a  happy  change  in 
the  conduct  of  her  daughter,  said  t(»  her,  I 
su{>pose  they  chastise  you  well  in  the 
school  to  change  yonr  had  disposition,  and 
that  Madame  D.  gives  3  011  severe  n  proofs.” 
“No,”  replied  the  child,  they  beat  none  of 
U3  at  school,  and  Madame  13.  speaks  to  us 
very  seldom.  It  is  God  who  teaches  us  by. 
his  hoh’  wortl.” 

A  visiter,  one  day,  inqiiirc'd  among  the 
children  who  belong  to  this  school,  “  Wlio 
is  tlie  niisfress  ofy  our  school  ?”  All  spon¬ 
taneously  rejdied,  “It  is  the  word  of  God.’’

and  H.  If-ilenfftL  cannot,  (if  tliey  mean  any 
thin/ at  all)  be  applicable  to  persons,  whose 
condition,  from  long  prescription,  entitles 
them  to  more  latilude  : — what  opinion  would 
you  entertain  of  this  new  and  very  conveni¬ 
ent  doctrine  ?  Would  you  epnsider  the 
man  who  uttered  it,  worthy  of  respect,  and 
belter  instructed  than  otliers  in.the  science  of 
salvation  ?  No,  my  brethren,  you  would 
either  openly  deride  his  ignorance,  or  retire 
with  precipitation  and  horror,  from  so  shock¬ 
ing  a  profanation  of  his  sacred  function. — 
What  are  we  then,  my  brethren,  1  may  say, 
but  the  hypocritical  slaves  of  the  world  and 
its  |>lf‘asure3,  when  we  justify  aloud,  what 
wc  condemn  in  secret  ;  and  hmv  confound¬ 
ing  will  that  jmlgmeut  Ite,  which  condemns 
lis  on  the  evidenc.e  of  our  ovtii  hearts  ! — 
Were  if  possible  for  Christians  to  he  calm  in 
(he  course  I  have  described,  free  as  it  is 
from  any  thing  gross  and  immorab  let  them 
hear  the  express  wonls  of  J.*sus  Christ  on 
the  subject,  ‘  No  man  can  serve  two  mas¬ 
ter-.’

W'o  unto  you  that  laugh 
now,  for  ye  shall  mourn  and  weep.’  ‘  Veri¬ 
ly  I  suy  unto  you,  the  world  shall  rejoice, 
but  ye  shall  he  sorrowful,  and  your  sorrow 
phall  he  turneil  into  joy.’  'Pfiis,  my  breth¬ 
ren,  is  the  gosp.^1.  What  exeeption  appears 
on  the  face  of  it,  in  favor  of  t^ny  description 
nf  cluisiians  ?  No:  the  more  elevated  we 
are.  tlie  greater  our  prosperitv  ;  the  more 
absohitely  indispensiihle  an  adherence  to  the 
letter  of  our  profession,  the  mure  incessant 
should  onr  vigilance  he,  the  more  detdared 
and  lively  our  faith,  the  more  fervent  and 
continued  our  prayer,  the  more  heroic  our 
Ptll-denial,  the  more  exrdted  every  virtue  : 
because  our  danger  is  muc.h  greater, and  more 
awful  (ban  it  would  he  in  an  i>hscure  station  : 
because  it  is  the  nature  of  prosperity  to  cor 
TUph  to  bind  us  faster  to  the  w’orhJ,  to  fur 
nish  (»cca8ions  of  \irr  .at  every  step,  to  fa¬ 
vor  ami  facilitate  tlie  indulgence  of  evil  pas- 
ei  »n3;  to  rcmh-T  abortive  all  good  desires, 
and  extinguish  in  the  soul,  all  aspiring  to  a 
better  slate,  all  recollection  of  God  and  fu¬ 
turity  ;  above  all,  because  it  is  a  state  ir? 
which  .lesus  Christ  in  plain  terms  has  pro¬ 
nounced  to  be  nearly  incompatible  with 
salvation.

look  for  the.  privilege  we  frtney;  of  a '  soft" 
and  convenient  way ;  but  the  world  itseJf 
will  be  judge  d,  and  He  (hat  will  judge  it,  amjl 
us  too,  will  not  distingvish*  Christians  b;^ 
their  riches,  or  their  rank,  fc/ul  by  (heirmer* 
its  or  demerits,  their  virtues  or  thrir'erimes# 
Here,  will  he  say,  is  my  law  :  I  delivered  if, 
without  an  iota  of  variation,  to  (he  mighty, 
and  (he  mean.  I  inquire  noi  therelore  what 
you  are,  but  how  you  have  conformed  to  if, 
how  you  have  lived,  what‘^ose  yoii  have 
made  of  Ihe  talent  1  confided  to  you.

Frotn  (he  fourth  Report  of  the  American  "Ed¬ 
ucation  Society, 

On  this  part  of  fhe  subject,  the  Directors 
are  impelled  by  a  sense  of  duty,  both  for 
Ihe  sake  of  Ihe  beneficiaries,  and  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  to  speak  with  the  utmost  plainness.' 
ft  id  obvious,  that  young  men  of  sanguine 
and  aspiring  minds  are  in  no  small  danger 
of  choosing  (he  ministry,  as  a  profession,, 
from  inqiroper  motives.  This  profession', 
at  the  present  rlay,  has  many  and  strong  at- 
tracliiins,  even  to  those,  who  exhibit  little 
evidence  of  piety.  In  Ihe  firj-t  place,  there 
is  from  all  (jUdrlers  a  demand  for  minislersf^ 
more  and  more  frequent  and  importunate  ; 
and  every  young  man,  who  possesses  even- 
a  common  share  of  genius,  may  have  a  pret¬ 
ty  sure  prospect  of  a  romibrtable  settlement 
in  this  profession.  This  profession  too 
held  in  high  respect.  In  most  instances, 
ministers  arc  considered  as  men  of  conse¬ 
quence  in  the  places  where  they  reside; 
and  if  they  support  Ihe  clerical  character  in 
any  good  degree,  will  always  receive  the 
most  respectful  and  affi'ctronate  attention 
from  the  friends  of  religion.  Another  re¬ 
commendation  of  Ihe  sacred  office  is,  that  it 
affords  opportunity  for  mental  improvement 
am!  generally  secures  to  r])iriistc  rs  the  pleas¬ 
ures  and  advantages  of  a  frr  quent  intercourse 
vvit.b  the  most  intelligent  ar:d  polished  mem¬ 
bers  of  society.  And  by  many,  who  con¬ 
template  it  superficially,  and  at  a  distance, 
t!»e  profession  of  a  minister  is  supposed  to 
he  exemfd,  in  an  uncommon  degree,  from 
the  necessity  of  labor,  and  to  afford  a  f»r‘^s- 
pect  not  only  of  honor,  but  of  ease. — Under 
the  influence  of  these,  and  other  similar 
views,  young  men  of  ardent  minds  are  likely 
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to  choose  the  ministry  from  wrong  motives. 
To  guard  against  tiiis  danger,  it  is  necessary 
that  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and  other  ei- 
lightened  Christians  should,  in  every  proper 
take  pains  to  Jinpress  thb  minds  ol 
young  men  with  the  vast  importance  of  the 
ministry,  and  with  the  difliculfies,  the  wea- 
rieome^  exhausting  labors  and  hardshi[)s, 
which  must  be  encountered  in  the  discharge 
of  its  duties.  ^Before  youiig  men  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  apply  for  patronage  to  the  Ed 
ucation  Society,  they  should  be  examined 
and  watfdied  \>i(h  the  most  vigilant  fidt  lily. 
It  should  not  be  forgotten,  that  every  in¬ 
stance  of  misconduct,  or  of  Jd<  fi  ciive  talents 
rna  beneficiary  of  the  Society,  will  not  only 
be  a  matter  of  ^e|)ro^ch  to  the  christiHo 
name,  but  will  chill  the  ardor  of  public  char¬ 
ity, recently  kindled  in  belralfof  this  benevo 
lent  object. 

The  Directors  feel  tlie  most  solicitous  de 
sire,  that  young  men,  who  are  inquiring  in¬ 
fo  the  expe4liency  of  seeking  an  education 
for  the  ministry,  should  be  guided  by  prop¬ 
er  views,  and  be  leil  to  pursue  that  course, 
W’hich  will  be  safest  for  themselves, ami  most 
advantageous  to  the  church.  They  ought 
to  he  impressed  with  a  sacred  dread  of  mis¬ 
applying  or  wasting  these  precious  treas¬ 
ures.  They  ought  frequently  to  address  to 
their  ow  n  consciences  and  hearts  such  ques¬ 
tions  as  these  ;  Shall  I  touch  this  consecra¬ 
ted  charity,  rvithoid  the  requisite  qunlijica- 
Hons  ?  Shall  /  dare  to  counnit  sacrilege,  lo 
gratify  my  otvn  unhal/orved desires  ? — As  to 
their  qualifications,  they  should  remember, 
how  di.Ticult  it  is  for  young  men,  esjiecially 
in  such  a  case,  to  form  a  ccjrrcct  judgment  of 
themselves.  They  should,  therefore,  guard 
against  the  influence  of  vanity  and  self-love, 
and,  with  a  pious  docility,  seek  to  know 
what  is  the  will  of  God.  'rhey  should  soli¬ 
cit  the  serious  advice  of  judicious  ministers, 
and  private  Christians ;  hohling  themselves 
ready  to  submit  to  the  most  faithful  examin¬ 
ation,  and  the  most  salisfantory  trial  oflheir 
talents  and  their  piety,  and  always  feeling, 
that  however  desirable,  honorable,  and  use¬ 
ful  an  office  the  ministry  may  be,  unless 
they  have  the  requisite  character,  it  is  bet¬ 
ter  for  (hem  to  be  in  any  empio}  ment,  than 
in  that.  Above  all,  they  sliould  implore  the 
guidance  and  blessing  of  God.  And  if  at 
any  period  of  their  education,  their  patrons 
or  insfi  uctors  should  be  convinced,  that  they 
]»Hve  mistaken  their  object,  they  ought 
cheerfully  to  re  iinquish  their  education,  how 
much  soever  their  hearts  may  have  been 
ect  upon  it.  and  be  satisfiedj  that  it  is  their 


duty;  and  will  he  thrir  honor  and  hnppinesflj 
to  serve  God  in  ihaf  catling,  for  wliieh  they 
are  the  best  qualified

What  is 
it  that  hinders  them  all  from  being  coiisw* 
crated  to  God  ?  Are  they  not  as  proper  in 
every  respect  for  his  service,  as  for  any 
baser  purjwse?  When  you  are  command¬ 
ed  to  love  God  with  all  your  heart,  this 
surely  is  not  demanding  more  than  you  can 
pay  ;  for  if  you  give  it  not  to  him,  you  w  ill 
give  it  to  something  else,  that  is  far  from  be¬ 
ing  so  deserving  of  it.
